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Remarks of a Swede on the Herring Fifpery. 


Remarks of Martin Typevexur- 
son, 4 Swede, upon the Herring Fi- 
fhery, which be calls The Dutch 
Gold-mine. . 


HE firft and greateft fithery for 

herring in the weftern pcean and 
north feas, was not fet on foot by the 
Dutch, but by the Norwegians, and was 
chiefly carried oninthe wike of Nortvay, 
which, at the time when the fief of 
Babus belonged to that kingdom, was 
called Vuge, and extended from the ri- 
ver of Gatha-Elf to Swinefand. This 
faét hath been proved in the general De- 
feription of Norway and the adjacent I/fes, 
wrote in 1599 by Peter Claus, canon of 
the cathedral church of Stavanzer and 
publifhed at Copenbagen in 1532, by 
the celebrated: Olaus Wormius. This 
author after giving avery exatt defcrip- 
tion of the wike informs us, * That 
* in this wike was a very great fifhery 
‘for herring: that in 1556 fuch vatt 
* quantities were taken, that feveral 
* thoufands of barks and vetfels, en- 
* couraged by the fuccefs of that year, 
“came to fith there for feveral years 
‘ following, as well from Denmark and 
* Holficin, as from the noftthern and 
‘ weitern parts of Norrvay. That be- 
‘fides, a great mumber of families 
‘came from the neighbouring provin- 
‘ces to fettle there, and built houfes ia 
‘the wikes, and upon the fea-coatt, 
“and fix’d there to get their livelyhood 
‘by the fwhery. The gentlemen as 
* well as the citizens and peafants caufed 
* commodious fhops and ftorehoufes to 
* be erected every where,and alfo houfes 
‘zor 3 ftories high. Some of thefe 
* ftorehoufes were fo large that 140 
‘tons of herrings might be hung up 
* and dried inthem at a time. Hence 
‘it is, fays he, that in a diftriét of about 
*8 org leagues we find at this day fo 
* many thoufands of houfes upon the 
* fea-coaft, and fuch multitudes of peo- 
* ple: the cafe is the fame in al] the 
* wikes and iflands, wherever any profit 
* could be made by the fithery. Whole 
* fleets of veflels arrived every — 
‘from Denmark, Germany, Friexcland, 
* Holland, England, Scotland, and. France, 
* to buy herring. There were fufficient 
, Wantities taken to fupply them all, 
; and’ they were afterwards tranfported 

into very remote countrics.’*

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This fifhery for herring continued 
*till the year 1587, when it began to de- 
cline. This declenfion, the above- 
cited author afcribes to the appearance 


A of an uncommon {fort of herring upon 


the coaftsy which was look’d lipon as 
a judgment from heayen upon the in- 
habitants; on account of the horrid 
vices and debaucheries to which they 
had ‘addiéted themfelves. But it is 
more probable that the decreafe, and at 
length the total ceffation of this fifhery, 
was, occafioned by the new method of 
rutting, drefling, falting, and packing 
errings, which Witliam Belkinfon, an 
Englifoman, taught the Dutch in 1548. 
This method the Norwegians were en- 
tirely ignorant of ; they dried all their 
herrings, and made redherring of 
them, and it is probable that from them 


C the Eng/./> learnt that method of cu- 


ring: a method ftil] pratticed, with 
confiderable extent, at YarmoutS, from 
whence many cargoes are annually fent 
to the Mediterranean, in the months of 
December and Farzary: It is one of 
the chief articles of che trade of that 
town, which by means thereof is be- 
come larger and more populous than 
Gottenlurgi. 

Charles Gufavus, one of our great- 
eft princes, had ferious thoughts of 
coming in for a fhare of this Gold- 
mine of the Dutch. In the treaty 
which he concluded wi.h Exgland in 
1656, in Cromwell's time, was an arti- 
cle very advantageous to the Swedes: 
By it libercy was given them to fith 
upon the coafls of Exg/and, and which, 
as we have never fince been at war 
with Exg/and, is itil in force. The 
following are the very words of the 
roth article of that treaty: ‘ It fhall 
* be lawfal for the fubjefts of his Swe- 
‘ difo majefty to fith upon the coaits, 
* and in the feas dependent upon thé 
* repnblick, there to take herring and 
* other fith, provided: that rhe number 
* of their veflels doth not exceed one 
* thovfand, During this filiery they 
 fhall not be mclefied in any manner, 


G* neither by the thips of war belonging 


“to the republick, nor by privateers. 
* Duties fhall vo /onger be required of 
* thofe who fhall fifth tpon the nonhern 
* coalts of Enz/cnd, and they fhall have 
§ liberty to purchate provifions of the 
‘ inhabitants at realonable prices.’

However, notwithitanding this royal 
countenance and protection, it is much 


to be doubted, whether we fhali find B 


funds fufficient to fit out 10 buffes for 
the fifhery, and 40 jaggers, to carry 
falt and empty cafks, and convey the 
fith taken to market. Publick funds 
are unfortunately not to be expeéted ; 
for our manufactures being yet in their 
infancy can {pare little to fupport new 
enterprizes, The only refource [ can 
think of, is, for the fenators to propofe

—The cardinal ts fo called:from the 
bright red colour of-his: feathers, and 
from a fort of a little: cowl, which 
hangs behind his head; he’ is as big as 
a blackbird; his beak large, firong and 
black, his whiftle is extremely loud and 
piercing: This bird lays up corn and 
grain in fummer, upon the banks of ri- 
vers, for its provifion in winter, when 
it does not ftir abroad; parcels ‘to the 
amouat of a bufhel have been found 
hoarded up in this manner. .

Tyres’ But whether it were, that 
thefe fhell-fifhes were all confumed in 
the antient manufactories of purple, or 
thdt-in time they became fo rare and 
fcarce that they were neglected, and 
the knowledge of the {pecies entirely 
loft, 1 don’t find that the moderns 
know any fuch fhell fth in Europe, 
Afia, or Africa: \n dmerica however 
{uch a fhell'fith there is, and probably 
of the fame fpecies with that of the an- 
tients. Some account therefore of this 
extraordinary fhell-fifh may not be un- 
acceptable to the curious: 

Upon. the coafts of the Ssvth Sea, 
near the equator, in the neighbourhood 
of point Sc Helena, in the province of 
Guayaquil, are found ‘certain conchs or 
fea-inails, fticking to the itones and 
rocks, which the: fea covers, at high 
water. They are about the fize of 
{malk-nuts, or a little larger, and con- 
tain a-liquor or juice, which is the 
tue colour of purple. The colour is 
very bright and vivid, and fo durable 
that wafhing rather increafes than di- 
minifhes 1ts luftre, nor does it fade or 
decay by ufe and wearing. Woven 
ftuffs are not dyed with it, but only 
cotton threads. As foon as the fuffici 
ent — of the liquor is fqueezed 
from the fifth, the cotton thread is 
drawn through it, and it takes and re- 
tains the tinéture without any farther 
means for trouble: but the purple co- 
lonr is not difcovered ‘till the thread be 
dry, the juice being of a milky colour 
at firft, buc it foon changes green, and 
at laft fettles in a purple. 

Thefe fhell-fith are pretty numerous, 
but a good number of them is neceflary 
to cie.afewounces of thread, fo that 
the colour:is. very fcarce, and in great 
eftimaticn, and indeed there is hardly

it recovers itfelf, and yields more juice, 
but not fo much as at firft: This ope- 
ration is repeated a third and a fourth 
time, and then the vigour of the animal 
is quite exhaulted and it dies. 

‘he very fame fort of fhell fith is 
found within the port of Nicoya, in the 
province of Guatimala.

If the perfons appointed refufe to 
aét, they fhall forfeit 20/7. and the jufli- 
ces are to nominate other fit perfons to 
perform the office, on like forfeiture 
on refufal; {o upon the death of any 
perfon, &c. And ifthe conitable, &c. 
do not return to the juitices fuch lilts, 
they fhall forfeit 10 /. 

‘he furveyors every fix weeks, or 
oftener, if neceflary, are to take a view 
of all the ftreets, lanes, and alleys, in 
the places for which appointed ; and 
fhall make a return on oath to the jufti- 
ces at a {pecial feffions, to be holden in 
the week preceding the quarter fefiions, 
of the names of perfons whofe pave- 
ments are out of repair; and the next 
juftices are to preient the fame at the 
quarter feflions, which is to proceed 
thereupon. 

Public notice fhall be given in the 
church on the next Lord’s day of all 
defaults, &c. and if they are not a- 
mended in tweniy days after, the fur- 
veyors may cauie them to be repair'd,

If any paving belonging to a houfe 
which is empty, fhall be out of repair, 
the furveyors are to make it good, and 
may have it new paved if the jultices 
think fir, and the charge fhall be levied 
on the nexttenant by diftrets, and the 
hew tenant may retain the fum taken 
out of his rent. 

_ And where any dwelling houfe, Sc. 
is burnt or pulled down betone the {ums 
are paid, the money fhall be levied in 
dike manner on any ‘enant of the new 
(Gent. Mag. Ocr. 1752.) 
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Laws fer lighting and paving the Streets. 
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hooks erected in the place of {itch buil- 
ing. 

Surveyors of the ftreets neglecting 
their duty, fhall forfeit 405. and the 
juftices of the peace omitiing to do 
what is required of ‘them, co tete to 
a penalty of 5 /. 

By this aét the juftices may order the 
amendments of water pipes and pave- 
ments where they are irregular or bad, 
and the furveyors or other perfons a- 
mending them, fhall be repaid by the 
proprietors of fuch water- works. 

Juftices of the peace may give a re- 
ward or allowance to the jurveyors for 
trouble and Jofs of time, not exceed- 
ing 8/. per Annum, to be paid out of 
the (cavengers rates. 

This ftatute fhall not extend to the 
royal palaces, or St Fames’s Sguare.

gloves. My addrefs, from its native 
niafculine plainnefs was converted to 
an excefs of fottnefs and civility, efpe- 


cidily when 1 {poke to the ladies. 1 home witha bottle and a:pins.

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had before made fome progrefs in learn- 
ing to {wear ; I had proceeded by fegs, 
faith, pox, plague, ‘pon my life, ‘pon 
my foul, rat it, and zookers, to zauns 
and the divill. I-now advanced to, by 
Jove, ‘fore ged, geds curfe it, and 
demme: but I {till uttered thefe inter- 
jeGtions ina tremulous tone, and my 
pronunciation was feminine and vici- 
ous. I was fenfible of my defeéts, 
and therefore, applied with great dili- 
gence to improve. I frequently prac- 
tifed alone, but it was a Jong time 
before I could {wear fo much to my 
own fatisfaction in company, as by 
myfelf. My labour, however, was 
not without its reward ; it recommend - 
ed me to the notice of the Jadies, and 
rocured me the genile appellation of 
Jefamy. : 
now learned among other Grown 
Gentlemen to dance, which greatly en- 
larged my acquaintance ; 1 entered into 
a fub{cription for country dances once a 
week ata tavern, where each gentle- 
man engaged to bring a partner: at the 
fame time I made confiderable advances 
in {wearing ; I could pronounce dam- 
me with a tolerable air and accent, give 
the vowel its full found, and look with 
confidence in the face of the perfon to 
whom I fpoke. About this time my 
father’s elder-brother died, «and Jeft me 
an eftate of near five hundred pounds 
per Annum. 1 now bought out the re- 
mainder of my time ; and this fudden 
accefion of wealth and independence 
gave me immediately an air of greater 
confidence and freedom. I laid out 
néar one hundred and fifty pounds in 
cloaths, though I was obliged to go in- 
to mourning : I employed a court tay- 
lor to make them up; | exchanged my 
I put-on a iword 
which, in appearance at lealt, was a 
Toledo; and in proportion as I knew 
my drefs to be elegant, I was lefs folli- 
citous to be neat. My acquaintance 
now encreafed every hour; I was at- 
tended, flattered, and carefled; was 
often invited to entertainments, fupped 


G every night at atavern, and went home 


in a chair; was taken notice of in pub- 
lic places, and was univerfally contefs- 
ed to be improved intora Smar : 

There were fome intervals in which 
I found it neceflary to abfain. from 
wenching ; and. in thefe, at whatever 
rifque, 1 applied myfelf :to the bottle : 
a habit of drinking came infenfibly up- 
on me, and 1 was foonabie to. walk 

1 had 
learned 
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learned a fufficient number of fafaiona- 
ble toafts, and got by heart feveral to- 
ping and feveral bawdy fongs, fome 
of which I venrured to roar out with 
a friend hanging on my arm as we 
{coured the ftreet after our nocturnal re- 
vel. 1 now laboured with indefatiga- 
ble induftry to encreafe thefe acquifi- 
tions: I enlarged my ftock of healths; 
made great progrets in finging, joking, 
and ftory telling; {wore well; could 
make a company of ftaunch topers 
crunk ; always colleéted the reckoning, 
ani was the lait man that departed. 
My face began to be covered with red 
pimples, and my eyes to be weak; I 
became daily more negligent of my 
drefs, and more biunt in my manners 
} profefied myfelf a foe to ftarters and 
milkfops, declared that there was no 
enjoyment equal to that of a bottle and 
atriend, and foon gained the appellati- 
on of an Honeft Fellow, _ 

By this diftingtion I was animated to 
attempt yet greater excellence ; [learn- 
ed feveral feats of mimickry of the un- 
der players, could take off known 
characters, tell a ftaring ftory, and 
hambug with fo much {kill as fome- 
times to take in a knowingone. I 
was fo fuccefsful in the practice of 
thefe arts, to which, indeed, [ appii- 
ed myfelf with unwearied diligence 
and affiduity, that | kept my company 
roaring with applaufe till their voices 
funk by degrees, and they were no 
longer able to laugh, becaufe they were 
no longer able either to hear or to (ee. 
I had now sfcended another {cale in the 
climax; and was acknowledged by. a)l 
who knew me, to be a Joyous Spirit, 

After all thefe topics of merriment 
were exhaufted, and I had repeated 
my tricks, my ftories, my jokes and 
my fongs, till they grew infipid, I be- 
came mifchievous ; and was continual- 
ly devifing and executing Frolics, to 
the unfpeakable dejight of my com- 
panions, and the injury of others, 
For many of thera I was profecuted, 
and frequently obliged to pay large da- 
mages; but I bore all thefe loffes with 
an air of jovial indifference, 1 pufhed 
onin my career, } was more defpe- 
rate in proportion as J had lefs to lofe, 
and being deterred from no mifchief 
by the dread of its confequences, I was 
faid to run at all, and complemented 
with the name of Buck. 

My eftate was at length mortgaged 
for more than it was worth; my cre- 
Gitors were imporiunate; J became 
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Miferable Cataftrophe of a Back. 


negligent of myfelf and of others; I 
made a defperate effort at the gaming 
table, and loft the lait fum that I conld 
raife; my eftate was feized by the 
mortgagee; I learned to pack cards 
and to cog adie; became a bully to 
whores; pafled my nights in a brothel, 
the ftreet, or the watchhoufe ; was ut- 
terly infenfible of fhame, and lived up- 
on the town as a beaft of prey in a 
foreft. Thus I reached the iummit of 
modern glory, and had juft acquired 
the diftinGiion of a Blood, when I 
was arrefted for an old debt of three 
handred pounds, and thrown into the 
King’s Bench prifon. 

Thefe characters; Sir, though they 
are diftinét, yet do not at all differ, o- 
therwife than as fhades of the fame co- 
lour. And though they are ftages of 
a regular progreflion, yet the whole 
progrefs is not made by every individu- 
al: fome are fo foon initiated in the 
myfteries of the town, that they are 
never publickly known in their Green- 
horn ftate, others fix Jong in their 
a others are Jeffamys: at 
ourfcore, and fome ftagnate in each of 
the higher ftages, for life. But I 
requelt that they may never hereatter 
be confounded either by you or your 
correfpondents. Of the Blood; your 
brother Adventurer, Mr Wildgoofe, tho’ 
he aflumes the charaéter, does not feem 
ta have a juft and precife idea as diftiné 
from the Buck, in which’clafs he fhould 
be placed, and wil? probably die ; for he 
feems determined to fhoot himfelf, juft 
at the time when his circumftances will 
enable him to affume the higher dif- 
tinction. 

But the retro{pe& upon life, which 
this letter has made necefiary,covers me 
with confufion, and aggravates celpair. 
T cannot but refleé&t, that among all thefe 
characters I have never aflumed that of 
a Man. Man is a Reafonable Being, 
which he ceafes to be, who difguifes 
his body with ridiculous fopperies, or 
degrades his mind by deteftable brutali- 
ty. Thefe thoughts would have been 
of great ufe to me, if they had occur- 
red feven years ago. If they are of 
ufe to you, J hope you will fend mea 
{mail gratuity for my labour, to allevi- 


ate the mifery of hunger and nakednefs; 


but, dear Sir, let your bounty be {pee- 
dy leit I peridh before it arrive.

this debate to * adiftant day, 1 am at li- 
tty to {peak to both thefe queftions, firft, 
Whether this bill ought to pafsat all, and fe- 
condly, whether it ought to pafs at this time. 
The firft of thefe queftions depends wholly up- 
on the merits or demerits of the bill: The 
latter upon the weight of the arguments of the 
gentleman in the adminifttation, who has juft 
now fpoken.—I hall beg leave, in the firft 
place, to confider thofe arguments,—and in 
the next, to fay fomething to the bill itfelf. 

The firft reafon given by the Hon. gentle- 
man why this bill ought not to be poftponed, 
but to be pafied at this time,—is, becaufe he 
tinds the nature of the bill wholly mifunder- 
ftood even by the petitioners themfelves who 
have appeared at the bar, and confequently, 
that it muff and will be greatly mifapprehend- 
ed by the nation, if it fhould end here : 
Whereas if the bill fhould pafs,it will become 
a law, printed,’promulged,and fully known to 
the whole people,who will then fee how mueh 
they have been impofed upon by fome factious 
and defigning men, who have ftirred againft 
it in the city of Loudon, and have been digni- 
fied by the honourable gentleman with the ti- 
tle of the fcabby fheep. 

Sir, I hope the gentleman will excefe me, 
for I neither want a proper regard for him, 
nor bear him any particular ill wil] ; but itis 
impoffible for me to avoid faying, that his 
reafoning in this inftance is neither confiftent 
with that candour which he profefles, nor 
well founded in any refpeét, Upon what does 
he found it ? Upon a queftion, which he juft 
before put to one of the petitioners at the bar, 
(which I own I thought a ftrange one at the 
time, after that perfon had been {peaking ve- 
ry intelligently againft it for half an hour,) 
whether be underftood what was tbe intention rd 
the bill? To which he made anfwer, that be 
underfiood imfelfs and believed every body un-

derfiood, that the intention of the bill was to 


naturalize the Fews.—The gentleman takes 
advantage of this expreiiion, obferves that 
the bill is not a bill to naturalize the Hews, 
but a bill to take away the incapacities which 
by the common law of theland, and by the 
flatute laws, they now lie under to be natu- 
ralized—and from hence argues, that even 
the petitioners themfelves againft the bill are 
ignorant of the nature of the bill.—But is 
this way of fishing for inaccurate anfwers out 
of themouth of refpeétable merchants,com- 
ing humbly to Jay their apprehenfions upon 
@ point of great national concern,.in a regu- 
lar and parliamentary way, before you, a fair 
method of proceeding > Is there any dignity 
in this manner of debdte ?—The gentleman 
at the bar fpoke eflentially the trath, This is 
a bill intended to naturalize the Jews, or itis a 
bill intending nothing, —WNinety-nine men in an 
huncred would have exprefied themfelves in 
the fame manner upon the fame quefion, and 
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none, who had not conceived a mean and dif- 
refpectful opinion of this houfe, would have

faid againft a quibble (pardon the expreflion)} 
of fuch a kind as this. 


A. The next reafon offered by the honourable 


gentleman, why we fhould immediately pro- 
ceed to pals this bill, is drawn from the re- 
{pect due to the other houfe, who have agreed 
to it with almoft a general voice. —That rhe 


pofiponing the confideration of this bill would 


be treating them with fome degree of difrefpeé. 
To this I anfwer, that it feemsto me, and i 
take it to have been always underftood in this 
place, that it was more refpeétful to any bill, 
or the advocates of -any bill, to let it fall 
gently, by adjourning the confideration of it 
toa long day, than to cant it out of the houfe 
on 2 debate, with that refentment, which I 
think the bill does thoroughly deferve. Un- 


lefs, therefore, the gentleman means by this 


refpeét to the other houfe, that we mutt pafs 
this bill becaufe they kave been pleafed to pafs 
it, his arguments from the refpeét due to 


them makes nothing to his purpofe—I have 
great refpect for the other houfe, becaufe they 


are one of the three conftituent parts of the 
legiflature, and of equal importance to the 


conftitution of this country with either of the 
other two.—As fuch, I have dared, upon a 


very late occafion, to be their advocate againtft 
a very indecent abufe, which I thould mytelf 
have blufhed to have offered to any perfon, ot 
in any place, upon any provocation. I mean 
the bill ® (ftiil depending in this houfe) in 
oppofition to which the banner of popularity 
has been difplayed by thofe who, to the bef 
of my memory, never aéted under it before ; 
and againft which the democratical affeCtious 
of the loweft orders of the people have been 
attempted to be moved, by reflections,as gro’s 
as vulgar, upon the whole body of the Sords. 
I oppofed the levelling doctrines then urged, 
and [| refifted the indignity then offered to 
that order. It was my duty fo todo, and it 
is equally my duty now to refift the ill ufe at- 
tempted to be madeof their authority, in or- 
der to reftrain the freedom of omr proceedings, 
and to employ amariftocratical influence upon 
this houfe. 

The third and Jaft reafon of the honourable 
gentieman, why this biil ought to pafs at this 
time, is derived from the progrefs this bili has 
already made inthis houfe. It has been read 
a firft time,a fecond time, committed, ordered 
to be engrofled and read the third time ; and 
the queftion is now before you, That it fhould 
pafs this day.—Therefore what ? Becaufe in 
every ftage of the confiderations that have 
been had upon it, the advocates in favour of 
the bill have out-numbered thofe who were 
againf it, therefore they who have fil! ofer- 
ed further and ftronger reafons againft this 
bill, are not to have any anfwers to thofe rea- 
fons. It is fufficient to be told the bill has 
proceeded thus far,therefore it muft pafs now. 
But give me leave to fay,this kind of talk is a 
very ligh: tr atment of the forms and orders of 
this h.ufe:—If the forms and rules of this 
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houfe, as to the courfé of bill8; aré not con- 
temptible, they aré of ufe s-arid they cn’ be 
of no ufe, unlefs they. medn to gite you op- 
portunity, in_every Rép, upon every law, to 
confider and reconfider the fubje&t-matter of 
that law, abfracted from any regard to the 
opinion which had: prevailed at afiy tifie or 
times of debate before. 

Permit mié now, Sir, to confider the main 
aveftion, Shafl-this bill pafs at all, or not? 

ith my concurrence it fhall- never pafs, and 
1 wit] explain to you the motives,'which de- 
termine me to fet-my face againft it. Firft, 
cut of regard to religion, and reverence to 
parliament, and next, for reafons grounded 
en the inutility, prejudice and danger fof the 
measuie,. 

Sir, I thall not fay much, or {peak with a- 
ny afetation, to the religious part: I never 
entertained {trait or narrow principles as to re- 
ligion, either in {peculation or in praétice. 
Reafon and refle€tion have indeed convinced 
me, that a want of charity to all fedts and 
defcriptions of men is not cnly very unbe- 


coming, but very weak, and fil! more wick- 
ed—TI do likewife abhor al! that cant and hy- 





pocrily, paflion, and enthufiafticl: zeal, which 
feizes fome, and fs often puton by others, in 
vegard to matters of this kind—But at the 
fame time I know, that a ferious fenfe of re- 
ligion, and a real reverence forthe eftablifh- 
ed religion of every country, is effential tothe 
fafety of every individual, and to the very be- 
ing of government itfeli,—I think it there- 
fore highly impolirick for this houfe, to bring 
the gravity of their fentiments upon this im- 
portant peint, into any doubt or queftion,— 
And J am fully perfuaded, that one or other 
ef thefe two things muft happen upon the 
— this bill into a Jaw :—Either the pub- 

ick will be prevailed upon (by this counte- 
nance, which you propofe to give to the a- 
vowed enemies of the seligion of your coun- 
try) to Jook upon that religion as a meer fae 
ble, as conceiving it agreeable to that indif- 
ference which (tho’ falfely) they will ima- 
Fine you mean to fhew uvon that fubje@; 
O;, if the corruptien of thefetimes have not 
depraved them fo far as to think religion a 
jeft, and Chriilianity a ferce, they will view 
your condu@ in avery odious light.—If you 
ftand in your right fenfes, you cannot, for 
your own fakes, as members of a civil focie- 
tv, with that vour influence upon the minds 
ct the people fhould extend fo far as in the fup- 
pofitien T have firft put.—tn the fatter cafe, 
you would do well to refle&t what confequen- 
c*s may refalt from it to your own exiftence, 
If the opinions of the peoole are, either juftly 
or unjafily, fo farmed as to believe, (which, 
unjeft as tt would be, may ftill poffibly be 
the cafe at this time)—that parliaments have 
loft all attention to their civil liberties ;' and 
if, in the fame temper of their minds, jou 
fhould lead them into a farther error, and fu- 
peradd a conviction that you fit equally loofe 
to their religious rights ;—What fuppor€ can 
you expeé&t P--How long can you hope to fub- 
fifi as a parliament againft the rower which 
you l2y you annually raife, andeance't youre 
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felves now able to controu!, but which, with- 
out ‘any doubt, may then treat you asthe 
fame power, raifed by your: predeceffors for- 
merly, treated them ?—I f{peak, in the next 
place, to the inutility of the bal. 

The benefit to arife from the admiffion of 
any foreign people upon earth can confift in 
thefe circumftances only,—That they will 
bring over great treafures :—That their num- 
bers will increafe the military ftrength and 
power of the ftate :—That they will improve 
your manufatures, and extend your trade. 

As to the treafures that will be brought o- 
ver by this admiffion of the Fews, you have 
been told by great authorities at the bar, that 
in’ faét there are very few rich Fews to come 
from any part of the known world, and as 
things now ftand this country muft be the 
place, in which all eqs of confiderable pro- 
perty, who are here already, will remain, and 
to which all! others will naturally come with- 
cut the aid of this bill :—Becaufe the leaity 
‘of our laws, and fecurity of property to men 
of ail perfuafions whatfoever, affords a bet- 
ter proteétion to them than they can ‘ind in 
any other part of Europe —In point of privi- 
lege, whatever has been faid, they enjoy none 
greater in any nation upon earth.—We are 
told, that they areindulgedin France to buy 
houfes in the trading towns :—And by lew 


D they have been entitled to this here for many

centuries, tho” excluded from the right of 
purchafing any eftates in land, which they are 
néither by law entitled to do here or aay where 
eife that I know of, or, as I fiand at prefent 
informed, do believe, in the Chriftian world. 
—If therefore they have neither confiderable 
wealth to bring, nor want fuperior incuce- 
ments ‘already to come, it is nothing out a 
wanton fpirit of innovation, of changing the 
old laws of England, and {etting up for every 
novel inftitution (the very difeafe of the times} 
that can prompt us to this ungracious act. 

But does any man expeél any encreafe of 
ftrength or military power, from adding to 
the numbers of your people by the admiilioa 
of the Fcwvs|?—Tho’ it be true, that in defi- 
ance ct the fundamental Jaws of this coun- 
try :—In direct contradi¢tion of the very ac 
of fettlement itfelf,—forsigners are now ac- 
tially lifted, not only in your armies, but in 
the very peards ;—and that in the inftance of 
a late and fignal infra€&tion of the laws, ag- 
gravated by cirenmftances of unparallel’d cru- 
elty and oppreffion, and aétwally communi- 
cated this very feffion to this houfs, yet the 
very foldier named (after Full notice of his 
cafe in parliament, and afrer petitioning for 
his difcharge) is ftill by violence ¢etained in 
the fervice:—And tho” this inconteftably 
proves, that our armies cannot be compleated 
out of our natural born fobjeéts, for I am not 
to fuppofe any power but neceffity in this coun- 
try to be above the law ;—yet J will venture 
to fay, that fews/P troops will not ferve the 
purpofes, either of the nation, the admini- 
ftrasion, or the crown,—I muft confefs, how- 
ever, that one purpofe may be anfwered hy 
their admifiion :—The abomination in which 
they are held by the people of this kingdom, 
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fhould they ‘grow infolent, or abnoxious by 
their. numbers, may provoke excefles againft 
them, which, when. all other arguments fail 
for a ftanding army, may furnith new ones for 
its fupport.—For it is no extravagant fuppofi- 
tion, fhould this bill pafs, that.the confe- 
quence, may hereafter be not only the efta- 
blihment, but the employment of an army 
to knock our own Chriftian fellow-fubje&s 
on the heady ia protection of our foreign 
€TWSs 
Sir, itis equally chimerical to propofe any 
advantage from the manufactures or labour of 
the Fews, which have been both idiy menti- 
oned; Whence are thefe manufaduring, 
thefe labouring Hews to come ? I quef- 
tion whether any number of Fews at this 
time exercife any manufaéture, or follow 
any laborious profetiion in any part of the 
known world.—And in truth trom their ob- 
ftinate fuperftition, and the total difference of 
their cuftoms in every circumftance cf life, it 
would be utterly impoffible for them to mix 
with our people, were they never fo well qua- 
lified for it in every other refpect. But we 
are told—admitting all this—they may ftill 
greatly extend our commerce.—Sir, if we flat- 
ter ourfelves with any notions of this kind, we 
do it in oppofition to all experience, both of 
antient and modern times.— The trade of the 
‘ews, as it appears by the oldeft of our hifto- 
ries, and the earlieft records both here and in 
other countries, was ufury, brokerage, and 
jobbing, in a higher or a lower degree. —By 
this traffick, in former ages, they diftrelled 
and ruined the Chriftian fubjects in fuch num- 
bers every where, as to draw down upon them 
from time to time the refentment of all na- 
tions, and in this traffick they have improved 
fo far in this age, as now to ruin wholeking- 
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doms inftead of individuals, by aiding mini- E 


fers to beggar the ftates they ferve, by which 
traffick alfo they have greazly aided to plunge 
this nation into a ¢cebt of near 80 millions ; 
but for real commerce, and any honeft trade 
of merchandize, even in this country, where 
the greateft opportunities of trade exift,where 
their people have the largeft tortunes to carry 
it on, their cealings are fo inconfiderable,that 
they do not deferve.to be the obj-é of our at- 
tention in any degree, otherwife than as the 
enquiry into the faét may prove the contrary 
of the pretence. For in truth, it will not be 
found, that of all the immenfe fortunes made 
by the eqs now fubfifting among us, any one 
has been otherwife acquired than by contraéts, 
fubfcriptions, commiffions, and corre iponden- 
cies, ang all.kinds of jobbing with the necef- 
fities of the publick in the late war, 

Singe, therefore the naturalization ef the 
Fews.teads tg no important addition of pro- 
gerty to this kingdom;—to no poffible en- 
creale of ftrengiing3—to no improvement in 
Manufactures ;—to no extenfion of the com- 
merce of the kingdom, this bill can be no 
meafure. of utility, 
fanction of this houfe, 

I now come.to lay before you the prejudice 
and danger,which.J apprehend from this bill. 

The &r& relates. to the commerce of the 
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kingdom, and has been ftrongly ftated by the 
gentlemen who fooke in behalf of themfelves 
and other merchants of Lexdon at the bar.— 
They have told you, that in Portugal, tho” 
many who are known to be ‘fews in their 
heart do refide there, yet any ew: would be 
burnt at a ftake who avowed his religion, and 
did not put himfelf under the immediate pro- 
te&tion of the Inquifition by the title of«a 
new Chriftian:—That they really apprehend 
this averfion to be fo violent, that when it 
fhall be known in that country, thatwe have 
taken a meafure of this kind in favour of that 
race, we fhall be looked upon as the moft im- 
pious nation upon earth, our merchants and 
houfes there will ftand in great danger,—and 
our commerce run the rifque of being greatly 
impaired, if not totally deftroyed :—That at 
prefent our trade thither is of great »rofit to 
this kingdom, we being now treated as the 
moft favoured nation:—That France has been 
long affiduous at that court, to obtaina treaty 
which might put her upon the fame footing 
with Great Britatn, in refpe& to her com- 
merce there:—That hitherto indeed fhe has 
not fucceeded, but that there is great proba 
bility, that from the bigotry of that coure, 
inflamed by that of the people of all degrees, 
fhe may carry her point if this bill fhould 
pafs.—Sir, none of us are able to judge how 
probable fuch a confequence may be. I thank 
God, we are ourfelves fo tree from this bi- 
gotted difpofition, that we cannot eafily raife 
our ideas to thofe abiurdities, to which fuch 
notions carry the peovle of thofe countri¢s 5 
yet certainly for a meafure of little or no u- 
tility at all, a rifque of this nature, appre- 
hended fo much, ,and pointed ont to you by 
the trading intereft of this kingdom, whocan 
judge of this better than we can, fhouid not 
be run. 

But inconveniencies of this fort are con- 
fiderations far inferior to the danger, which 
this bili threatens to bring upon the general 
eftablithment of this kingdom.—lIam to fupe 
pofe that this bill muft have this effegét, that 


the Fews who.are now here, or who are to 


come here, will Jay out vaft fums of money 
in land, The advocates for this bf! have 
been imprudent enough to intimate, that this 
is their intention :— his they avow to be one 
of the greateft benefits they expeét from it, 
as it will raife the price of lands. —Now, Sir, 
if this fhould not be the cafe, what has been 
already faid proves that the bill will have no 
effe&t, which is alone a fufficient reafon why 
it fhould not pafs:—But if it fhould have this 
confequence, I do maintain it to be the moft 
formidable and highly dangerous mea(wie that 
ever was purfued ;—for it direétly tends to 
the ruin, and even anntbilation of the prefent 
Janded intereft of England. Ot what import- 
ance is it to Englifbmen, that che price of land 
in England fhould be raii.i, so jnieend only, 
that by this advance of ihe pace the people 


and cannot merit the f{ may be tempted to throw thofe Janes for ever 


into the hands of the Fees ?/—The -prefent 
old Engiifo generation, who have now potfizi- 
fion of the landed eBates of Englaxd, are for 
ence jadeed to have the infidious cee 
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of being bought out of them at an advanced, 
price,—but nationallythey and their pofterity, 
for ever atter, are to, be deprived of their inhe- 
ritances here, and the Fews are to remain 
for ever the landholders of Great Britain, and 
for ever after to enjoy our titles to this king- 
g@om.—In whatever degree this bill ig to o- 
perate by the fale of our lands to Feavs, it o- 
perates more or Iefs to turn the tables upon 
the chriftians in favour of the Fews,——to put 
the Hews upon the ground of the Englifh, and 
the Englifb upon the prefeat footing of the 
Fews.—And fuppofe this bill thould only have 
an extenfive operation of this fort, whjcb it 
wuft bave, and not an univerfal operation, 
(which it may have in length of time) yet 
great eftates in all the counties of England 
will of neceffity fall, and that very foon too, 
into ‘Fewife hands :—Then let me afk, whe- 
ther it is poffible that great eflates thould not 
give great influence? Let me follow it with 
another queftion, whether great influence (in 
whatever hands) will not be called upon to 
exert itfelf by the minifters of this country 
in all future ele€tions ? Let me purfue it far- 
ther with a third, whether this influence fo 
acquired, fo called upon to exert itfelf, will 
not be exerted ?—I fay, that undoubtedly it 
will; for obnoxious as this Ferw/> intereft 
wil} be, it muft leas upon the adminiftration 
for fupport.—Every fect in religion not far 
voured by the people, or thoroughly counte- 
manced by the law: All new bodies of fo- 
yeigners, even to the third generation, do it 
for the fame reafon :—And if we fee this in 
the conduét of all who fettle among us by 
denization or by naturalization:—If we fee 
it in the conduct of the diffenters of all de- 
pominations, and even of the Roman Catho- 
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quillity of this country: Many who think 
that they have publick as well as private rea. 
fons enough to oppofe minifters and meafures, 
yet reftrain themfelves at this conjuncture, 
from thefe honeft confiderations.—~To this 
circumftance fome men owe their undiftur. 
bed enjoyment of the great profits, and un. 
exampled power of the high ftations in which 
they ftand. How then can we account tot 
their infatuation, to call it no worfe, of 
urging a meafure like this againft what can- 
not be known, without any immediate evi- 
dence of publick alarm or refentment, to be 
utterly repugnant to the genius and fenti- 
ments of the people of Great Britain: Sir, 
it is na-new thing that minifters fhould wan- 
tonly and weakly create confufion, and from 
a contempt of thofe they govern, raife an op- 
pofition themfelves :—But our minifters cer. 
tainly are not aware how national, how gé- 
neral this oppofition may probably become, 
which, from the times in which we ftand, 
and from the tendency it may probably a- 
quire, it is neither wife nor haneft to provoke, 

The prefent adminiftration are fome of 
them the fame men, others bred at leaft in 
the fame fchool, moft if not all of them able 
to remember the {pirit that rofe againft their 
connexion, and overthrew them, towards the 
end of the reign of Q. Anne.—The origin of 
that wasa filly meafure which jarred the fame 
ftring with this.—It is true they recovered 
the'r ground aggain by the accident of the 
queen’s death, and the acceffion of the pre- 
fent royal family to the throne.—But let 
them take care now; if they overthrow 
themfelves by the fame wantonnefs, the fame 
prefumption, the fame inattention to or ig- 
norance of the trie temper of the people, 


licks themfelves, the latter of whom moft E they poffibly may fall never to rife again. 


commonly give their weight to the fame 
feale; and the former too generally, and too 
ppenly, in feveral counties, and in many bo+ 
roughs, form themfelves into an avowed in+ 
tereft for the minifterial powers in all times :

For my own part, dead as all fpirit appears 
to be throughout the whole nation, I do vee 
rily believe that this bill will rouze it, but in 
a way of all others, in which I fhould leaf 
with to fee it rife. —I deteft the race the na- 
tion was hurried to run by that fpirit which 
I have juft now mentioned, and I rejoice that 


vants of the fame power in all corporations y I know (and I have had opportunizies to know 


of the kingdom, where they fhall procure any 
eftablifhment? And.can it be doubted but 
that their eftablithment will be more potent 
in our boroughs, than thofe of the diffenters 
pf any other denomination, as their riches 
are fo much more confiderable, and thcir 
union fo much clofer and more diftingt, than 
that of any other fett of diffenters in the 
nature of things can be ? 

That the Fews/> landed influence in coun- 
ties, and the ‘fewi/> difienting intereft in the 
boroughs muft and will aé in this manner, 
and may even hereafter drive out every other 
diffenting intereft of the kingdom, is not pof- 
fible to be denied ; from whence another ar- 
gument arifes, which I thal! offer to you with 
great fincerity and great good-will to the peace 
and quiet of my country. 

It has been thought, in the fituation of the 
royal family at this time, by every prudent 
and every honeft man, that every means 
Giould be pusfued to maintain the proeat tran~ 
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it perhaps better than any man in this houfe,) 
that a moderation, and a fair difpofition to 
the prefent royal family, des exift (as much 
as they are traduced) in far the greater num- 
er of thofe who are defcended from the 
warmef actors of thofe times.—Nothing but 
vour foily and extravagance in the purfuit of 
fuch meafures as this, can bring them back 
into the paffionate humours that appeared 
then.—Sir, I have certainly, as to my own 
particular, no reafon to apprehend a large 
minority.—Tho’ I expect it, I am fure that 
I do not defire to fee one, which fhall become 
fo merely by the effeé&t which this bill may 
have upon the minds of men at the next get- 
neral eleétion ; for it will be a minority 
a fort with which I fhall be as little able per- 
haps to concur, as the gentleman over the 
way to contend.—Indeed, I am amazed that 
this confideration makes no impreffion, for 
fo fare I am that this bill will have an ef- 
{eG upon the people which you do not ri 
Fe 
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péét,—that when that dey comes, which is 
not far off, I fhall not fear to fet my foot 
vpon any ground of election in the kingdom 
—(I who have fpoke my fentiments and voted 
againft the bill) in oppofition.to any one man 
aniong you, or any new Chriftian who ‘has 
appeared or voted for it—And fo, do I verily 
believe, any other gentleman may do, who 
this day in this houfe thall a€& and vote 
with me. 

Sir, it is eafy to be perceived, in almoft e- 
very ftep that we have taken during this whole 
parliament, that we think ourfelves wifer 
thanall our anceftors for 700 years before us: 
—for our bufinefs has conftantly been to un- 
ravel all that in refpe€t to law and liberty, 
religion and commerce, they had eftablifhed 
as the proper rule of government for this na- 
tion—We ridicule the narrow notions of our 
forefathers, and we applaud our own open 
and extenfive underftandings—which is car- 
ried to that ridiculous excefs—that if a man 


talks of magna charta, or the petition of C 


right, or of any of the fundamental confti- 
tutions of the kingdom, he is {neeted and 
Jaughed at—If he talks of caution in admit- 
ing and countenancing every enthufiaftick 
fect, he is a Facobite or a Tory—If he talks 
againft the hafty laying open of any branch of 
commerce, which from circumftances may 
ftand upon a different footing from the reft 


is a narrow mind?—It is a mind that fees 
any propofition in one fingle contraéted point 
of view, unable to complicate any fubject 
with the circumftances and confiderations 
that are, or may, or ought to be combined 
“with it~—And pray, what is that underftand- 
ing which looks upon naturalization only in 
this general view, that naturalization is an 
increafe of the people, and the increafe of 
the people is the riches of the nation ?—-Ne- 
ver admitting the leaft reflection, what the 
people are whom you Iet in upon us,—how, 
in the prefent bad regulation of our police, 
they are to be employed or maintaired,-—~ 
how their principles, opinions, or practice, 
may influence the religion or politicks of the 
ftate, or what operation their admiffion may 
have upon the peace and tranquillity of the 
country :-—Is not fuch a genius equally con- 
temptible and narrow with that of the poor- 
eft mortal upon earth, who grovels for his 
whole life within the verge of the oppofite 
extreme ? 

Sir, this leads me to the laft argument 
which I fhall urge againft this bill—and it is 
not the leaft important. ‘This bill is a ftep 
to a general naturalization, which was very 
daringly attempted, but happily defeated, not 
above two years ago.—The fame fpirit now 
animates thofe, who moved you then to at- 
tempt that hateful meafure—They dare not 


—he is aman of little narrow principles, and D openly avow the fame defign, but they art~ 


trade is to be opened tho’ the plague were to 
be brought with it, or the conditions for 
that opening were to have flavery annexed— 
From the fame conceit, from the fame rage 
for novelty, and unlimited purfuit of general 
principles, —when you talk of naturalization, 
no circumftances of our fituation in regard to 
the royal family now upon the throne, or to 
the jealoufies of the people, are to be at all 
confidered—No regard is had to the ftate of 
the laws actually now in being in Ireland or 
the Plantations, where any man may acquire 
this privilege for half a crown—to the facili- 
tywith which all who apply to the legiflature 
for it may obtain it here,—to the general in- 
dulgence arid protection of all thofe who come 
among us, though not naturalized, and ex- 
ercife any art or manufacture—nor any re- 
fieftion made how far thefe circum- 
ftances already anfwer every reafonable pur- 
pofe of this kind. But general naturaliza- 
tion without exception is the word :—Natu- 
ralize ali, rich and poor, Sews, Turks, Infi- 
dels, and Hereticks, be they who they will, 


or what they will, or where they will,—do G 


it without any check or controul,—do it 
without a power of remedy, let the confe- 
quences turn out ever fo much counter to 
what you may expeét. 

_Sir, it is not common fenfe, but down- 
right madnefs, to follow general principles 
in this wild manner without limitation or re- 
ferve—And give me leave to fay one thing, 
which I hope will be long remembered, and 
well thought upon by all thof: who hear me 
~—That thefe gentlemen who plume them- 
felves thus upon their open and extenfive un- 
derftandings, are in faét the men of the nar- 
roweft principles in the kingdom.-~For what

fully endeavour to bring it about again by 
this means,—knowing full well how ftrong 
this argument muft be hereafter, when you 


have pafled this bill, What! will you who bavey 


confented to naturalize even the Jews, boggle 
at allowing the fame privilege to forciga pro- 
tefants profeffing the Chriftian religion as you 

9 yourfelves ? But the nation, Sir, will fee 
through this defign, and by fome means or 0- 
ther, lam confident, will defeat it now, as 
they did then. 

I conclude what T have been led to fay upon 
naturalization im general, and upon this na- 
taralization of the Fezws in particular,. with 
this common proverb, That there is no rule 
without an exception, and that if ever there 
fhould be an excestion to any general princi- 
ple,—it ought furely to be in the cafe of the 


naturalization of that people, the very effence’, 


of whofe chara&ter and religion confifts, in 
their abhorrence of Chriftianity and ranccur 
to the whole chriftian race.
